PRESIDENTIAL INAUGURAL MEDALS PRESENTED TO GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Dr. Darrell C. Crain, Jr,, M.D., a 1932 
graduate of The George Washington University School of Medicine, 
has presented to the \mlverslty a collection of medals commemor¬ 
ating the .inaugurations of United.States Presidents-from William 
McKinley to Gerald Ford (1901 to 1974). 

The medals will go on public display on Monday, May 17, In 
the Special Collections area of the George Washington University 
Library, second floor, 2130 H Street, N.W. The exhibition, to 
continue through September 30, will be open from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. Included in the exhibition will be a 
group of medals dealing with historical events, on loan from Dr. 
Crain. 

The Darrell C. Crain Collection of official inaugural medals 
of the Presidents and Vice Presidents of the United States of 
America has been assembled to honor the memory of Dr. Crain's 
father. Darrell C. Crain, Washington, D.C., artist and Jeweler, 
designed the medals for President Uoodrov; Wilson in 1917, for 
President Warren G. Harding in 1921, and for President Calvin 
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Coolldge In 1925. He v/as'the only person ever to design Inaugural 
medals for three presidents. By the time of his death In 1969 at 
the age of 90, Mr. Crain had created original Insignia, rings, medals, 
cups, and awards for more than 100 civic, educational, religious 
and fraternal organlestlons. His most famous trophy Is The Presid¬ 
ent's Cup, commissioned by President Calvin Coolldge In 1925 and 
awarded annually to the winner of the speedboat races on the Potomac 
during the President's Cup Regatta. The collection Includes the 
medals struck for Vice Presidents Ford and Rockefeller. 

Prior to the second Inauguration of President McKinley In 
1901, members of Inaugural committees and other dignitaries had 
worn badges. As a special token of appreciation. President McKinley 
authorized the striking of an official medal. The custom has been 
continued for the Inaugurations of all succeeding presidents. 

The Darrell C. Crain collection Includes specimens of each 
medal struck so that the obverse and reverse can be exhibited at 
the same time. 

Especially noteworthy among the medals In the Crain Collection are 

th^ gold Coolldge medal, and the Wilson and Harding medals In silver. 
The gold Coolldge medal was one of only three struck and v/as pre¬ 
sented to the 1925 Inaugural chairman, William T. Galllher, although 
no Inaugural ceremonies were held. The Wilson silver medal, the 
only known specimen In silver, was found In Mr. Crain's safe after 
his death and Is engraved vrlth his signature on the rim. The silver 
Harding medal Is one of two silver specimens of this Inauguration 
known to exist.

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A silver Truoan Inaugural medal, presented to the university 
by the Woodward and Lothrop Department Store on May 1 of this year, 
will be shown during the exhibition. The medal was presented to 
Woodward and Lothrop in recognition of its having the best window 
decorations for the Truman Inaugural. 

A bronze medal bearing the words "Llbertas Americana", designed 
by Benjamin Franklin, struck in Paris in 1798, and several medals 
struck for the United States Centennial in 1876 v;lll be part of 
the historical section of the exhibition. The "Llbertas Americana" 
medal shows a woman with flowing hair wearing the traditional liberty 
cap and, on the reverse, a large female figure representing Paris 
thrusting a sword into the side of the British lion with the Infant 
America below. 

Dr. Crain is director of the Arthritis Rehabilitation Center 
in Washington, D.C., and a past president of the D.C. Medical Society. 
He was a member of the Ford and Rockefeller Inaugural Medal Committees 
and is a trustee of the Calvin Coolidge Memorial Foundation.

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A native of Tennessee, Mr. Ellison joined Covington and Burling 
In 1921 and became a partner In 1926. A member of the board of 
trustees of George Washington (from 1943 to 1969), he served as Its 
chairman from May 1959 to June 1965. He was a member of the board 
of governors of St. Albans School from 1966 to 1972. He Is serving 
as a member of the board of The Supreme Court Historical Society. 
Chairman of the District of Columbia Commission on Judicial Abilities 
and Tenure (1971 to 1975), he served also as chairman of the Comm¬ 
ittee on the Administration of Justice (1968 to 1971). He was chair¬ 
man of the D.C. Board of Elections (1955 to 1956) at the time of 
the first election In the District In 100 years, and chairman of the 
Committee on Juvenile Crime, appointed by the Council on Law Enforce¬ 
ment of the District of Columbia (1953 to 1954), which after study, 
made recommendations to the council for possible Improvements to 
existing practices and procedures. 

In December of 1969, Mr, Ellison was named "Lawyer of the Year" 
by the D.C. Bar Association and received Its distinguished service 
award. In October 1967 he was the first recipient of The George 
Washington Law Association's distinguished alumnus award. The honor¬ 
ary degree of Doctor of Jurisprudence was conferred on Mr. Ellison 
by Tennessee Wesleyan College In Athens, Tenn., In 1964 and the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws by George Washington In 1957, 

A member of the American Bar Association, he served three years 
as chairman of the association's Committee on Facilities of the Law 
Library of Congress. He Is a fellow of the American Bar Foundation, 
a member of the American Judicature Society, the Washington Institute 
of Foreign Affairs, and served as first president of the Washington 
Foreign Law Society.

GWU'S NEW ’EARLY BIRD’ SESSION DRAWS FAVORABLE STUDENT RESPONSE 

WASHINGTON, D,C,--A8 an experiment. The George Washington Univ¬ 
ersity Introduced a three-week ’early bird’ summer session this May 
and Immediately attracted over 2,000 students, more than double the 
anticipated enrollment. 

The new concentrated program--offerlng 95 courses In three weeks-- 
Is sandwiched between the close of the regular academic year and the 
start of the traditional June-July-August summer sessions. 

VJilllam F.E. Long, dean of the summer sessions, attributed the 
Instant popularity of the May session to Its tlmlng--glvlng students 
the opportunity "to get as many as six credits out of the way before 
summer vacation or Jobs ordinarily begin." 

The new program also was designed to meet the specific Interests 
of undergraduate students and Included 50 courses that had never been 
offered at GW, he explained. Among these are: Interpersonal Commun¬ 
ication, Musical Theater, Ideas of America: Two Centuries of Dreams 
and Realities, Human Sexuality, Negotiation of Conflicts, and The 
Philosophy and Politics of the Freudian Left.
